Diocesan Coiiveiilioui. 


The annual session of tlie diocesan con- 


tention, the legislative body of the Epis- 
copal Church in the diocese of Pennsylvania, 
will be held this year in St. Luke's Church, 
13th and Spruce streets, Philadelphia, begin- 
ling May 4. The diocese comprises the 
counties of Philadelphia, Bucks, Chester, 
Delaware and Montgomery. 


Several questions of importance will come 


before the convention, among them being a 
radical change in canon xvii, which deals 
with the parochial system of Ihe diocese, and 
more particularly wilh the establishment of 
new missions, the removal of churches and 
the abandonment of old places of worship. 


A special committee, of which Bishop 


Wlillaker is chairman, has had the subject 
in hand for nearly a year and will submit 
its report lo the convention. 
It recommends 


that a new canon be substituted for canon 
xvii. The new canon calls for the consent 
of the bishop of the diocese when a change 
iu any parish is iu contemplation. 


The committee also recommends that a 


proposed additional section to canon viii be 
adopted, which will make somebody re- 
sponsible for every part of the diocese 


It will also recommend 
Ihe repeal of 


canon xx, relating to the abandoment of 
church property. The proposed change, it 
is said, is aimed at an evil which has lately 
arisen in the diocese, which is that uncon- 
secrated church prjperties are being dis- 
posed of for worldly uses. It is expected 
th.it the changes proposed will cause con- 
siderable discussion in the convention.

Education Favors It. 


EUITOB. OF THE GAZETTK:—In response to 


an expressed wish I briefly give you a 
-bought or two concerning the proposed 
>ridge—the bridge that is to eonu»ct Bur- 
ing and Bristol in a way that will imply 
enterprise, utility, convenience, and advan- 
tage. The temporary bridge of ice with 
which nature sometimes favors us tells its 
own story.

Every enterprise invites opposition and 


encounters the contention of objectors, with 
which the world is full. Progress always 
meets with that enemy which we call "fog- 
yism," and which is sometimes only another 
name for self-interest; but enterprise usually 
prevails, and progress generally celebrates 
its triumphs. 


After that bridge is built, gracefully span- 


ning our beautiful river and giving it an 
aspect of civilization, people will wonder 
how we of Brislol and they of Burlington, 
and everybody else far and near, on this 
side and that, ever managed to live so long 
without it. 
It is the same with every

NO MORE TRAPPERS. 


HISTORICAL CHARACTER THAT 


FAST PASSING AWAY. 


IS 


ur Bearing Animals Are Becoming Scarce, 
and Profit* Are Small—How Some of the 
Wild Creatures Are Captured and What 
Their Felt* Brine. 


Among tho characters that an ad-vo.no- 


ng civilization and a senseless denuda- 
on of forest land are creating throughout 
he length and breadth of a great continent, 
one is more conspicuous than are those 
ertaining to the fauna of this country, 
'ho solitudes of the great primeval forests, 
hat formerly abounded in wild game, 
eautif ill birds and fowls of the air and 
aluable fur bearing animals, are novt 
tarly as deserted as the great western 
lains, where the buffalo long since left 
othing but traces of his existence behind, 
'rappers find it more difficult to obtain 
icir furs ouch sonson, and along with the 
portsmen they retreat farther into the 
old regions north of us, penetrating into 
he wilds of British America, where life in 
winter is scarcely endurable. 


The fur trapper has had his day in the 


Jnited Statos, and as a product of past 
onditiona ho is disappearing as surely as 
he game which he has hunted. 
In the 


reat northern belt of states bordering up- 
n the Canadian lino he is found in dwin- 
ling numbers, vainly strht >g to make a 
iving In his precarious calling and be- 
moaning the times when it was an easy 
matter to find onough animals in his traps 
ach day to keep him anppl led with money, 
t is now tho work of a week to gather the 
kins that formerly came to his traps In a 
ay. 
Tho popularity of furs has not declined, 


n fact, they are more in demand than 
vcr, and fashion decrees that they shall 
ie worn every winter on garments for men 
nd for women. Most of them command a 
lighcr price than over in the history of 
ivlllzation, but the trappor does not profit 
o much by his change as might be sup- 
loscd. The fur bearing animals are dlsap- 
icaring faster than tho prices for the furs 
advance. Other unsettled regions of the 
;lobe are being explored to help supply the 
narkcts of the world with skins, and sci- 
ence is doing everything in iti power to 
utilize tho common skins of the domestl- 
latod anlmalB. 
The fur of the oat, dog, 


;heep, lamb and other animals of our barn- 
fnrd and household has already become 
aluablo commercially, and through the 


dyor's art and the currier's skill the wear- 
irs of ohoap furs are totally deceived. 


It Is not nn easy matter to ascertain tho 


relative value of the important furs. 
But 


;hose taken from the forests and woodfl of 
•his country are much higher than In 
'ormer days. The silver fox, that abound- 
ed so plentifully in our northern woods, is 
now a comparatively rare animal, and from 
ilOO to (!200 is paid for first class spoci- 
nens. The darker tho fur of the silver 
'ox tho moro valuable it is, and conso 
quently the farther north the trappers go 
ihe better luck they have. Those over the 
Canadian border trap more and better sil- 
ver foxes than can bo found anywhere in 
;he United Status, although northern 
Vlaine and tho Michigan peninsula have 
ielded some excellent silver foxes. 
Bearskins generally come next to tho 


'urs of the silver foxes, and they run all 
;ho way from $40 to $75 apiece for tho raw 
'ur. Dealers grade tho skins according to 
their idea of the value, and the trapper is 
not always BUM that he will receive tho 
highest quotations even after ho has ship- 
ped his booty to market. The cross fox 
:ur comes third on the list and is general- 
ly worth from $15 to $20, according to 
size, general beauty and richness of color. 
Tho fur of the otter is nearly as valuable, 
and a good specimen will command $18 
either at tho country store or iu the city 
markets. Tho beaver is not worth moro 
than $lfi, the wolverene $10, the lynx and 
black racooon $6 and tho common wolf 
and marten $5. These are the principal 
fur bearing animals caught by the trappers 
in this country. But a long list of cheaper 
ones are brought to market, such as the 
mink, skunk, badger, wildcat, red and

.,pnid for tlicae vnry fnim u f«w relics 
to several dollars. The rabbit skins are so 
cheap that the trappers would not take the 
trouble to express them to the cities If It 
woro not for tho fact that they can be 
packed in with tho others nt no extra cost. 


The skins of the dcor, moose, elk and 


dutelopo must not bo confounded with 
those of the strictly far bearing animals. 
The former are sold as skins and hides and 
not as furs, bringing so much a pound. 
Dcor hides usually bring from 20 to 30 
cents per pound. As most state laws for- 
bid trappers killing these animals except 
during a very short season, there is not so 
much profit in hunting them as the prices 
offered would seem to warrant. 


The trapper is essentially what his name 


implies, and not a hunter or sportsman. 
Tho shotgun is not his implement, for this 
tears and injures the skins and furs. Tho 
trap and skinning knife are his chief arti- 
cles of trade. The traps are usually divid- 
ed into threo classes—snares, deadfalls and 
eteel traps. Tho steel traps vary in size, 
from the small ones set to capture the lit- 
tle muskrut to the largo double spring 
arrangements known as "grizzly bear 
tra^s." These latter are mammoth affairs, 
weighing 40 pounds, and with rows of 
sharp teeth spread 16 inches apart. 
When 


the jaws of such a trap close upon any 
creature, they are pretty sure to break the 
leg and hold tho captive prisoner until re- 
lieved by some outside person. The grizzly 
bears havo been known to tear the heavy 
traps from their moorings and drag thorn 
a mllo or more through the forests. 
But 


they have never boon known to pull the 
leg away from the relentless tcet'j. 


The deadfalls are made both for large 


and small animals. In the email horse- 
shoe inclosuro a tempting bait ifl fastened 
on a delicate trigger, 
which, 
when 


slightly moved, lets down upon the ani- 
mal's back a number of heavy logs. These 
fall squarely upon the back or shoulders of 
the hungry creature, and cither break it or 
crush out the life. 
The animal caught In 


a deadfall rarely lives to tell the tale. The 
wary animal?, like the fox, can seldom be 
Induced to enter a deadfall, for their in- 
stincts make them suspicious. Snares are 
used for catching a variety of small ani- 
mals, and they are arranged in a variety 
of ways, the most common of which is with 
the spring pole. 


The trappers visit these snares, deadfalls 


and steel traps every morning, traveling 
through the woods in the bitterest cold 
woathar and often returning without a 
pelt of any great value. Hard work, rough 
fare and little pay are his rewards, end 
there Is little wonder that he complains. 
He sees his industry shrinking year by 
year, and, without any possible improve- 
ment in the future, he realizes that the 
doom of his class has been sounded. 
An- 


other generation nnd he will be gone, 
along with tho Indian fighter, the prairie 
scout and the buffalo hunter.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


A Realistic Honey Di>h. 


Realism should not be carried to excess, 


as in the case of an atrocious frame for a 
picture of a group of chickens where an 
inch wide ledge across the lower frame piece 
held real corn, but a honey dish seen at a 
china shop is to be rather admired. A hive 
of real bee yellow china is in exquisitely 
fine ware and rests on a china tray perfect- 
ly imitating in color and shape a piece of 
board. 
The hive is complete only when 


the dish is covered, its top lifting off to 
disclose the treasure within.

HOW A TELEGRAPHER WAS CURED OF 


SLEEPING ON DUTY. 


Predicament of a Night Operator at a 


lonely Station—An Evonion of the Rules 
That Gave the Boys a Chance to Sleep, 
but Which Came Near Canning Disaster. 


"Station H, -whore I worted," he finid, 


"Is n night stnMon on a single tract rail- 
Tond in Now Hampshire. G, the nearest 
night telegraph station north of It, was 
eight rrjilei away, and N, the nearest ono 
south, Vfus 12. My duty in suinraorwas 
solely that of operator. In winter I also 
looked after the fires in tho waiting rooms. 


1 After 9 o'clock all the trains that passed 


wore freights, and there woro half a dozon 
south bound and as many more north 
bound In tho eourso of tho night. It was 
part of ray duty to note the time that each 
of tho trains passed my station nnd report 
It at onoo to headquurtors nt A—the same 
rulo applying to all the operators on the 
line. That was one of tho customs which 
made it dangerous for an operator to fall 
nslcep, if only for five minutes.

thing that annoyed him and often made 
him swoar was tho roll call.

;rs of 1 nnd 8, and I would attend 


to his from 3 to 6. \Vhat a cracking good 
way this was to baffle tho train dispatcher, 
we thought, and tho exchange of duty be- 
tween ua was kept up for a long time—in 
fnct, almost too lonpt so far as my own case 
was concerned.

After what spcmort to me about like 
SO minutes, but what was really more than 
two hours, I WHS awakened by the sharp 
clicking of tho telegraph instrument near 
my head. 
" 'Qk 12' was being made with great 


rapidity, tho cnllfor inyofflco preceding it. 
I knew it was the train dispatcher, tlio ab- 
breviation meaning 'Quick I We want you 
to hold a train!' 


"I answered tho call, and tho command 


caino back quick and sharp: 
" 'Hold No. 2-il for orders.' 
" 'O. K.,' said I, and immediately hung 


the proper signal, a red lantern, outside 
tho door. 


"Then I came to my senses and looked 


nt my watch. 


"Twenty-flvo minutes past SI And I 


had heard no train in almost three hours. 
Had No. 341 got past, I wondered. I found 
thut it hud left N at 12:40, and the run 
from N to H usually took about 50 min- 
utes. I knew the storm would probably 
delay tho train somewhat. But two whole 
hotirsP It wasn't likely. 
Thou I heard 


No. 284 reported from P, and knew she 
had received orders to moot No. 241 some- 
where between P find H. 


"What if No. 241 had got by me and 


was trying to roach P for tho down freight! 
In that cuso tho two trains were bound to 
crash together in the storm. There was no 
help for it. 
My excitement was increased 


by tho repeated calls of tho train dispatch- 
er to ask if No. 241 was in sight. 
" 'Not yet,' I answered, trembling lost 


my hopes were in vain. 


"Three thirty-five, and no train. I went 


out on tho platform and listened. 
Not a 


sound could bo heard above that of the 
wind, and an engine's headlight wouldn't 
have been visible ton" rods nwuy. 


"I went back, 'grounded' one of the 


wires, so as to cut out A ofHco, and called 
G, hoping to find whether No. 241 had 
reached there. No answer. 
Then I re- 


membered that from 3 to 5 was G's time 
to 'bunk off,' and know it was useless try- 
ing to got him. 


"Ton minutes more nnd the freight had 


not arrived. 
" 'Sure it hasn't gone?' aslied tho train 


dispatcher excitedly, as though doubtling 
me."

"Well, 4 o'clock cnmo, and my courage 


was giving way. I could see how two 
hours or so might be needed for a freight 
to go 12 miles on such a night. But three 
hours and over I So slow a run had never 
been known on tho road. 


"What was to bo done? To admit my 


uncertainty meant tho loss of my job, and 
to brave it out any longer seemed almost 
criminal. In my despair I finally decided 
to tell the train dispatcher the plain truth— 
that I had been asleep at my post, and that 
No. 241 probably went by more than an 
hour ago. The fact would bo known in a 
few hours any way, I argued, and I would 
then be arrested for causing death, con- 
victed of criminal negligence and sent to 
prison. 


"It was thon 4:15. I drew a long breath 


nnd went over to the telegraph desk. Head- 
quarters was again calling to ask If the 
train had arrived, and I broke innbruptly: 
" 'You ml»y as well know that'—but 


the sentence wns never finished. I heard 
u faint pulling and grating, and looking 
out saw the engine of tlie belated train op- 
posite my office window. My heart leaped 
up about a foot, and taking a firm grasp 
on the key of my instrument I announced: 
" 'No. 241 h-e-r-e!' 
"Deep snow, a terrific wind and the 


blowing out of a cylinder head on the en- 
gine had caused tho delay.

that experience put an end then and thero ! 
to my practice of sleeping while on duty."

THE DEADLY RATTLESNAKE. 


A Good Deal Abont the Reptile fold by a 


Man Who Knows. 


That tho rattlesnake jumps to strike is 


undeniable. But ho must first be coiled, 
and then he can simply straighten out to 
his own length. 
When coiled, the head 


and tail are both in the middle, and both 
are erect. Hardly a movement is percepti- 
ble, even in tho rattle, as it whirs out its 
terrible warning. I once heard a snake 
thut had coiled itself up at tho barking of 
the dogs sound so fearful a rattle that it 
was audible at a distance of a hundred 
yards. 


No one who has ever heard that ominoua 


rattling sound—which cannot bo made to 
issue from the rattles when onee they are 
detached—cun 
over afterward hoar it 


without a certain nervous terror. I have 
seen a baby rattler, hardly larger than a 
large sized angleworm, that yet could make 
a noise with its small rattle and Its tiny 
head, and tho flatness and strength of its 
jaws inspired me with something more 
than respect. 


Very often when I have turned my shot- 


gun on a rattler and blown the head clean 
off tho body I have regarded the charge 
as well expended. 
There is no bettor or 


more efficient weapon than tho gun, for 
Its effect, though not instantaneous, is as 
merciful as possible. On ono such occasion 
I shot a big fellow in two, about three 
inches from the tip of tho nose, which, of 
course, loft less than two inches of neck 
connected with tho head. 


My brother, who was with me, came 


across tho ravine to take a look at it aiirj 
found the head a foot or more from the 
still writhing body, which was lying upon 
a rook. Taking a short stick, he gave the 
head a sharp tap, and instantly the huge 
jaws were stretched to a fearful width, the 
great curved fangs were thrown to tho 
front and with a deadly clinch were buried 
in the wood. 
Then they relaxed. 
The 


eyes that had opened wildly slowly closed, 
and death seemed to claim the severed head. 
But when tho stick came down again the 
same awful instinctive ferocity was again 
displayed, and the greenish poison'oozod 
upon the wood and trickled thickly down 
upon tho stone. Four times that bead, 
shot torn from the body, sunk those bono 
liko weapons of death into tho wood. An 
awful sight that was, a fearful and Im- 
pressive exhibition of a snake's tenacity of 
life and of its invincible tendency to deal 
n fatal wound.

did they waste; not they. Instead of thnt, 
tjiey carefully removed tho greasy skins, 
chopped the long bodies up and fried tho 
meat for sundry meals, eagerly relishing 
its flavor and regarding themselves as un- 
usually fortuniite. 
The meat is white, 


like that of a catfish, and is really quito 
ngrecnblo to the taste.—Our Animal 
Friend.

But Its life was In 
tlio garden. 


The house faced n pond, and two bridges 


l>onnd il and tho garden to tjho world. By 
tho lower bridge stood the old mill, and 
when its K"*« was raised a flood of water 
1 mllcd and twistc d down to a Hinooth grovel 
lu'd Mow and then floated quietly to tho 
pan'on'* foot. 
Over against tho upper 


bridge a mighty dam hold the island from 
destruction. 
When tho pond back of it 


van full, the water poured In a smooth, 
l/ri-cii stream over It nn<l waa dashed into 
Hpray and fonm and torn to shreds on tho 
j/igged rocks below. 


In summer time when there had been 


lint little rainfall the great timber of tho 
ilnni was bare, and tho child, when no one 
was looking, could walk fearfully across, 
between tho lino of water shelving to tho 
right and tho black mass of sheer rock at 
I ho loft.

Thorn woro holes without number In the 


bed of this stream nnd sharp pointed rooks.

But tho child wui far away. Even the

American versatility, which has 
been our douhtful boast, Is strikingly ox- 
oni]'liflecl in this man's variety of oceupa 
tion—printer, pilot, prhiite secretory, min 
er, reporter, lecturer, inventor (that is 
especially American), author, publisher. 
It nil recalls the biographies—loss likely 
one may guess, to be written in tho future 
than in the past—of the "From tho TOYS 
path to the White House" sort.

American through and through. 


A nd having lived this life, how conic 


Mark Twain fail to go straight to the 
hearts of his countrymen, attracting them 
to himself at first through their sense o 
humor, holding them afterward through 
thoir sense of kinship? If a man can thor 
oughly express the individuality of a na 
tioi), he may fairly be colled great.

may lament the artist lust, but wo may ro 
joico in the man. 
He has drawn the na 


tional type, interpreted the national char 
actt r. For that service wo may bo grate 
fill. And he has taught unobtrusively, bu 
none the less powerfully, the virtues o 
common sense and honest manliness.

Vaudeville and melodrnmn 
arc the accepted forms of amusement 
upon the great east side, and they require 
plenty of people. 


fromotimps one of the Hebrew operas 


that arc placed on the stage of tho Thalia 
the.itor makes calls on the services of near- 
ly iOO men and women. 
So when the 


lights are out in the Bowery playhouses 
fully half a regiment of Thespians may seek 
tho sidewalk. 
Tho engagements are for 


one week only, contracts expiring Satur- 
day night, and when tho actors sot forth 
on that night they take their luggage with 
them. 


'1 hoy belong mainly to what are known 


as road companies, few of them living in 
the district where they perform. 
So the 


majority of them get out of the Bowery by 
tho surface oars. These vehicles are com- 
monly erovvded around midnight, and tho 
spectacle of the mummers holding on to 
the straps with one hand and their grips

Greeks Made It of Sheep's Mlllt, Jews 


Named a Valley For It—Memories Call- 
ed U]> by Noufchatcl, Gouda and Camcm- 
bert—Tho Pool's Tribute to CkocHe. 


Next to the "staff of lifo" itself, cheese 


holds tho highest place in universal estoem 
as an urtiele of food. To recull the old 
Cheshire "chestnut," we nil like cheese, 
our brothers nil like choose, and wo may 
bo fairly certain that if we hud a number 
of additional brothers they would ull liko 
cheese too. 


Our remote ancestors seem to have 


"liked chc'cso" as well us we do, for its 
manufacture is one of tho oldest in the 
ivorlcl. 


Roquefort is perhaps now the only im- 
orluiit kind made from tho milk of sheep, 
)ut anciently it was not so. The very 
word buttor itself soomstoshowthatcow's 
uilk was nob used for tho purpose by tho 
ancient Greeks at all events, as it means 
itcrally ox oheoeso. 


They seemed to have made their cheese, 


as tho Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it bo true that only sheep's milk was 


used for oheesemaking in primitive times, 
ilicn it is easy to explain why wo do not 
Ind it among those domestic arts of which 
the ancient Egyptians have left us such 
ibundant pictorial records, since wo know 
ihat tho Hyksosmado " shepherds an aboni- 
nation to the Egyptians." 


Chcesemaldng must at one time have 


)een a very important industry among tho 
Israelites, as one of tho principal valleys 
n Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Moriah, was known in tho time of 
Totophiis as the Tyropoon, or Choescmak- 
ors' \ alley. 


Nowadays cheese is almost entirely 


mule from the milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 b'jing employed in Cheshire alone. Tho 


uef ortdocs not owe its groat excellence 


to its ovine origin, but to tho splendid and 
mtural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured. 
JL'heir ventilation is so pcrfeot that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodge 
there. 


At Mont d'Or, in Franco, a very good 


cheese is made of goats' milk. 


Noufchatcl calls up memories of tho lake 


beneath the pine clad Jura, with the profile 
of Mont Blanc lying far away on the south- 
ern horizon, liko a dream of ethereal sculp- 
iuro. Parmesan speaks of farther wundor- 
.ngs past that horizon into tho laud of song 
nd azure skies. 
Gruyero takes us uu 


imong tho glories of the high Alps to tho 
oordor of tho ice and snow, where we listen 
to the tinkle of tho cow bells, tho everlasting 
soug of the cicadas, and tho occasional echo 
music of the native horn (c'quautc c'time, 
si'v'plait, m'sieu'!—bah ! one wants to go 
borne again). 


Perhaps tho strong odor of cheese may 


mvc, according to well known physiolog- 
ical principles, a great deal to do with its 
power as a. memory refresher. 
I can well 


remember my first introduction to that 
durian of caseous delicacies, tho "petit 
Camombert." It brings no romantic as- 
sociations beyond the pretty face of tho 
damsel who served me, but tho sin—, the 
st—, well, the perfume, now always sots 
before mo e\ery stick of furniture in the 
somewhat squalid room wherein the intro- 
duction took place. 


So do I remember my first tasting of 
•rayc-re, more than SO years ago, at the 


Sohwei/erhof in Basle. But I didn't liko 
it, and to this (lay I don't. 


Gouda cheese recalls little of tho pictur- 


esque, save to those who can find it ir) 
green flats dotted with magnified penny a 
box toys, and cows enveloped iu Brob- 
dingnagiau flannel waistcoats. 
But for 


me it brings to mind a drhc in our own 
lake country, through the sleet of a wild 
winter night, nnd at the end uelcome and 
warmth arid soft lights, and my genial 
host—a very realization of "father Christ- 
mas," with flowing snowwhito beard iind 
locks, and jolly, rubicund Lice, and all a 
retired "bagman's" knowledge of good 
cheer, and, oh, such an ambrosia of a 
round of spiced beef, witli—ye gods—such 
horseradish sauce, made with such cream, 
and such nectar of whisky punch to wash 
it down with I It was to tho Dutch chceso, 
which I then first ate, what the Swiss but- 
ter and honey were to my first Gruyero. 


To go back for a little to tho antiquities 


of cheese—one thinks of the venerable old 
jokes connected therewith, of good King 
Arthur's serving men, "all of whom were 
thieves," and how 
The Scotchman was burned in his usqucbaug, 


The Englishman drowned in his alo, 


And tho Welshman, 
who "made his mouth liko a mouse'trap" 
(perhaps he meant it for a "rabbit" bur- 
row), 


was nearly chokod by a mouso, 


But he pulled—pullod—pullud it out by tho.tail. 


And this draws on the conundrum by 


the author of "Whore was Adam when 


?" etc, "What comes after sweets!1" 


Answer, "Cheese." "And what comes aft- 
er cheese?" Answer, "Mouso." 


So we step back into genuinely classical 


times arid think of the pseudo-Homeric 
"Batraohomyoreachla" ("Battle of tho 
Frogs and Mice"), in which that valiant 
hero, Tyrophagus, bears so distinguished 
a part. 


Tyrophagus means literally "cheese eat- 


er," and is tho name given in the calendar 
to the fifth Sunday in Lent by the eastern 
church, probably to mark some degree in 
the seventy of tho Lenten fast, which is 
more stringently observed there than in 
the west. 


An abbreviation of the same word— 


namely, "tyro," is familiar to us, mean- 
ing "a beginner." one who should not 
venture on "strong meat," or attempt 
anything (relatively to perfect achieve- 
ment) more difficult than the mastication 
of cheese. 


And this brings us to another venerable 


jest, which I disinter from the good old 
"Elegant Extracts:" 


Jack, eating rotten cheuso, did say. 
"Like Samson, I my thousands slay. 
"I vow," quoth Roger, "that you do, 
And with the selfsame weapon too." 
Thinking of the myriad attractions of a 


ripe Stilton, one wonders how a mite de- 
vouring, oyster swallowing Englishman 
can ever have scorned his neighbors for 
eating frogs or snails—not uncooked, still 
less alive. 


I am told that some gormands even like 


the maggots that harbor in a dump (and 
spoiled) Gorgonzola, but "one must draw 
tho line riomewheres, and I draws it at" 
white, soft, flabby things that jump.— 
Sketch. 


English Towns, 


That Micro are many instances In Eng- 


land of two or juoro towns enjoying tho 
same name is a fact that nobody can well 
help knowing. But probably few people 
arc aware of the very wide extent to which 
this duplication of names prevails. New- 
ton seems to hold the same rank among 
places as Smith among individuals, no 
fewer than 72 towns and villages in Eng- 
land alone bearing this name. By inelud- 
iugthe Ncwtons, obviously the eame name 
with a slight difference in spelling, the 
total is raised to little short of 90. As ev- 
ery town must have been a "now town" 
at some time or other, it shows a great 
lack of inventive genius among our ances- 
tors who had the naming of the towns. 
There are 68 places named Button. Our 
ancestors seem to have found the four 
points of the compass of great service in 
the nomenclature of their towns, for be- 
sides the Buttons there are 51 Westous, 49 
Nortons aud 17 Eastons. To these last 
should be added 88 Astons, another form 
of the name very common in the west of 
England.—Strand Magazine,'

THE BUSHMEN. 


An Interesting Itace of South Africa 


Which Is Now Almost Extinct. 


One of tiie most interesting races in tho 


world, from an ethnologist's poiut of 
view, is on the point of extinction. 
For 


many years past tho bushmen of South 
Africa have been dwindling in numbers 
till the survivors may almost be counted 
on one's fingers. The bnshinnn is first 
cousin lo tho diminutive race of pygmies 
found by the great explorer Dn Challlu in 
the coast lands of western Africa, near the 
equator, and closely rcsemUos tho dwarfs 
found by Stanley in the great Aruwhiml 
forest. In all probability th. y arc the rem- 
nants of the aboriginal r,-,ce of Africa 
which has boon driven into tho corners oi 
the African earth by successive invasions 
of Hottentot, Bantu and negro tribes. 
Their existence in Africa is mentioned as 
f;.r back as 1680 by Andrew Battell, one of 
the earliest of Africa's English explorers. 
He describes them as "no bigger than 
boys 12 years old, but very thick, and they 
livo only upon flesh, which they kill in the 
woods with their bows and their darts." 


Tho bushman is one of thq.lowest types 


of humanity, not many degrees removed 
from tho animal. 
He is of small stature, 


but not dwarfed, aud, with high ohook 
bones, his deep set eyes have an exceedingly 
cunning look. 
Bushmen arc troglodytes, 


and, 
remaining in thoir caves by day, sally 


forth at night from their mountain fast- 
nesses and harass tho nearest farmers by 
slaying thoir stock with arrows composed 
of reeds, tipped with liouo or iron, saturat- 
ed in tho fatal juice of the euphorbia tree, 
mixed with tho poison of snakes and spid- 
ers. 
So troublesome did they become in 


Natal during the early history of tho col- 
ony that a special fort was built—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—wheuco ex- 
peditions were organised against these 
diminutive marauders. 
Still later a war 


of extermination was waged against them 
by a band of tarmers, under tho Drakons- 
berg, who raided their liannts iu tho wild 
mountains and succeeded in freeing them- 
selves from this troublesome pest. Every 
bushman fought tor himself, and they rec- 
ognized no chief, much less any primitive 
system of government, such us prevails 
among tho Bantu race. 


It is n singular thing that, though so 


low in the social scale, the bushman pos- 
sesses the power of illustration totally un- 
known to his more civilized successors, 
and very creditable representations of 
elands, dingoes, snakes and oven scenes of 
hunting aud battle are to bo found in the 
caves of Drakensberg, above the sources oi 
the Bushman river. Several of the draw- 
ings have been removed to the library at 
Pietormuiitzburg, where they form a valu- 
able collection for the colonial antiquary 
Tho btishiuau's language is mainly coin 
posed of clicks, of which there are six dis 
tinct kinds. But it is impossible on hear- 
ing one of this pygmy race talk to do oth- 
erwise thai! set him down as an animal.— 
Chicago Chronicle.
